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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Third  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  the  Ormskirk  Urban  District. 

On  July  5th,  1948,  several  new  Acts  of  Social  Legislation  came 
into  effect,  of  which  one  was  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  which  provides  a  full  Medical  Service  without  personal  cost’ 
to  all  who  care  to  avail  themselves  of  it.  This  includes  the  services 
of  the  Family  Doctor  and  Hospital  Facilities.  The  Act  also  requires 
Local  Health  Authorities,  that  is  the  Councils  of  Counties  and 
County  Boroughs,  to  provide  a  number  of  medical  services,  some 
of  which  have  been  taken  from  District  Councils.  Thus  the 
Urban  District  Council  has  lost  control  of  its  Diphtheria  Immunisa¬ 
tion  Service,  which  it  has  provided  with  notable  effect  since  1940. 
We  have  handed  over  this  Service  in  a  most  healthy  state  in  that 
approximately  75  per  cent,  of  all  children  in  the  Urban  District 
are  already  immunised.  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Clinics  are 
being  continued  as  before  by  the  County  Council  and  the  figures 
for  Ormskirk  are  available  and  will  be  found  elsewhere  in  this 
Report. 

The  other  services  which  the  Urban  District  have  lost  are 
the  provision  of  Accommodation  for  Infectious  Diseases  and  the 
Ambulance  Service.  The  Ormskirk  Isolation  Hospital  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  on  July  5th,  1948, 
although  the  Council  continued  to  administer  the  Hospital  on  an 
agency  basis  until  the  end  of  the  year,  and  no  cost  now  falls  upon 
the  Urban  District  Council. 

The  People’s  Ambulance,  maintained  by  the  Council,  has  been 
taken  over  by  the  County  Council  and  is  now  part  of’ the  com¬ 
plete  Ambulance  Service  operated  by  that  Authority. 

On  the  other  hand  a  Divisional  Health  Committee,  with 
Headquarters  in  Ormskirk,  has  been  formed  to  administer  the 
County  Health  Service  in  the  West  Lancashire  Area,  including 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services,  Midwifery,  Home  Nursing, 
Home  Helps,  Immunisation  and  Vaccination'  and  Ambulance 
Services.  Ihe  Oimskirk  Urban  District  Council  has  two  repre¬ 
sentatives  on  this  Committee,  and  thus  has  a  direct  interest  and 
voice  in  the  day  to  day  control  of  all  these  services. 
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It  is  too  early  yet  to  pass  comment  on  the  effect  and  scope 
of  the  Medical  Services  under  the  new  schemes,  but  it  is  being 
watched  with  interest  and  it  is  hoped  that  some  of  the  early  diffi¬ 
culties  which  have  been  noted  so  far  are  only  birth  pangs. 

The  entry  of  the  New  Health  Service  has  been  helped  by  a 
good  year,  in  which  the  incidence  of  infection  and  disease  has  been 
low.  The  general  health  throughout  the  District  has  remained 
saitsfactory.  Although  the  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  slightly  the  Death 
Rate  has  fallen  appreciably.  However,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
at  55  per  thousand  births  remains  too  high,  especially  when  com¬ 
pared  with  a  rate  of  39  for  England  and  Wales.  I  believe  that 
better  housing  conditions,  especially  for  newly-married  parents, 
are  needed  before  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  will  improve  greatly. 

I  should  again  like  to  thank  all  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  ready  interest  in  everything  concerning  the 
Health  of  Ormskirk,  and  the  Members  of  the  staff  for  their  help  and 
co-operation.

SECTION  1. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 
Area.  15,608  acres. 

Population.  The  population  according  to  the  1931  Census  was 
17,121,  but  the  Registrar  General  estimates  that  at  the 
middle  of  1948  the  population  was  20,030. 

Number  of  Inhabited  Houses.  At  the  end  of  1948  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses,  according  to  the  Rate  Books  was  5,900. 

The  Rateable  Value  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  £121,984 
and  the  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  was  £477  18s. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  Urban  District  of  Ormskirk  occupies  15,608  acres  of 
the  West  Lancashire  plain.  The  ancient  town  of  Ormskirk  is 
situated  on  the  highest  ground  in  the  area,  and  the  village  of  New¬ 
burgh  is  pleasantly  sited  on  a  small  hill,  otherwise  the  district 
is  flat  or  gently  undulating. 

Three-quarters  of  the  district  is  rural  in  character.  The 
chief  interest  of  the  population  is  agriculture  or  allied  employment  ; 
indeed,  Ormskirk  is  locally  known  as  the  capital  of  this  large 
agricultural  area,  and  the  ruling  prices  at  the  weekly  market  are 
quoted  all  over  the  country. 
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Burscough  is  a  small  town  3  miles  north  of  Ormskirk,  and 
has  a  large  permanent  Army  Ordnance  Depot.  Apart  from  agri¬ 
culture,  the  chief  industries  include  a  brass  foundry,  2  breweries, 
an  ironfoundry,  2  timber  yards,  a  printing  and  bookbinding 
works,  a  flour  mill,  an  oatmeal  mill,  three  brickworks,  and 
factories  for  the  manufacture  of  cakes  and  biscuits,  wooden 
handles,  neckwear,  sausages,  fertiliser  and  automobile  oils. 

Transport  facilities  are  good.  The  main  L.M.S.  line  from 
Liverpool  to  Scotland  crosses  the  Southport-Manchester  line  at 
right  angles  in  the  centre  of  the  district,  and  there  are  six  railway 
stations  in  the  area.  Road  transport  services  are  good  ;  and  there 
is  also  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  for  the  carriage  of  heavy 
merchandise. 

Since  1931  the  Urban  District  has  included,  in  addition  to 
Ormskirk,  the  townships  of  Lathom  and  Burscough,  parts  of 
Aughton,  Bickerstaffe  and  Scarisbrick,  and  the  hamlets  of  New¬ 
burgh  and  Westhead. 

During  the  war  years  there  was  little  progress  or  develop¬ 
ment,  and  the  chief  difficulties  from  which  the  population  suffers 
are  overcrowding  and  shortage  of  dwelling  houses.  However, 
the  efforts  of  the  Council  have  relieved  the  housing  shortage  to  some 
extent  and  a  further  60  houses  were  built  by, the  Council  during 
the  year,  and  10  by  private  enterprise — a  total  of  187  completed 
since  the  war.

SECTION  2. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

An  E.M.S.  Laboratory  is  established  at  the  County  Hospital, 
Ormskirk,  and  the  majority  of  specimens  are  examined  there. 
This  has  proved  of  great  convenience  for  the  local  hospitals  and 
general  practitioners,  since  results  are  now  obtained  without  delay. 
Certain  specimens  requiring  more  complicated  procedure  are  ser  t 
to  the  City  Bacteriological  Laboratories,  Liverpool.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Ambulance  services  are  considered  adequate  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  district.  A  motor  ambulance  is  hired  from  the  West 
Lancashire  Rural  District  Council  for  infectious  cases,  while  the 
Council's  own  ambulance,  together  with  the  Ormskirk  General 
Hospital  and  the  County  Hospital  ambulances  are  available 
for  non-infectious  cases. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  which  was 
implemented  on  July  5th,  1948,  the  provision  of  Ambulances 
became  the  duty  of  the  County  Council.  However,  the  services 
remained  the  same  until  the  end  of  the  year,  although  the  cost  of 
maintenance  was  undertaken  by  the  County  Council. 
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NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 


This  work  was  carried  out  by  the  Ormskirk  District  Nursing 
Association  and  the  Skelmersdale  District  Nursing  Association. 
The  latter  organisation  is  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  and  its  district  includes  Burscough  Bridge,  Lathom,  West- 
head,  Hoscar  and  Newburgh.  The  work  done  by  the  District 
Nurses  is  of  great  value  and  is  much  appreciated. 

However,  the  Home  Nursing  Service  was  taken  over  by  the 
County  Council  on  July  5th,  1948.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

All  the  Hospitals  were  taken  over  by  the  Liverpool  Regional 
Hospital  Board  and  maintained  by  them  from  5th  July,  1948. 

The  Ormskirk  General  Hospital  provides  accommodation  for 
acute  and  other  cases  from  Ormskirk  and  district.  It  has  an 
Out-Patient  Department  fully  staffed  by  consulting  surgeons 
and  physicians  from  Liverpool. 

The  Ormskirk  County  Hospital  has  a  large  Maternity  block 
and  also  admits  chronic  and  senile  cases  from  the  surrounding 
districts. 

A  re-organisation  of  these  two  Hospitals  is  now  taking  place. 

The  Ormskirk  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  owned  and 
administered  by  the  Council,  receives  patients  from  Ormskirk 
and,  by  arrangement,  from  West  Lancashire  Rural  District,  Skel¬ 
mersdale  Urban  District,  Billinge  Urban  District  and  Rainford 
Urban  District.  Frequently  patients  from  other  districts  are 
received  when  certain  infectious  disease  hospitals  are  full  and 
Ormskirk  Hospital  takes  the  overflow.

SECTION  3. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Town  End,  Cottage  Lane  and  Halsall 
Lane  area,  the  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  from  the 
Council’s  Waterworks  undertakings,  situated  at  Dark  Lane  and 
Greetby  Hill. 

The  supply  at  Greetby  Hill  is  obtained  from  the  Bunter  Rock 
in  the  New  Red  Sandstone,  and  that  at  Dark  Lane  from  the  Keuper 
and  Bunter  formations. 

Both  stations  are  equipped  with  electric  plant  operating 
vertical  spindle  centrifugal  pumps  with  a  combined  capacity  of 
over  100,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  quality  of  water  at  the  present  time  is  of  high  organic 
purity  and  not  particularly  hard. 

The  extent  to  which  the  demand  has  increased  is  indicated 
by  the  following  comparisons  : — • 

Daily  supply,  1934  530,000  gallons. 

Daily  supply,  1948  821 ,000  gallons. 

The  bulk  of  the  area  being  typically  agricultural,  it  is  un¬ 
avoidable  that  certain  isolated  cottages  and  farms  in  the  district 
still  obtain  their  supplies  from  wells.  The  number  of  properties 
not  on  public  supply  only  amounts  to  0.5%  of  the  houses  in  the 
area. 

During  the  year  an  extension  of  280  yards  of  3  in.  main  was 
laid  to  serve  Moss  Cottages,  Lathom.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council  maintain  three  Sewage  Disposal  Works  which 
deal  with  Ormskirk,  Burscough  and  Westhead.  The  sewage  is 
passed  through  sedimentation  tanks  and  sludge  drying  beds, 
the  surface  effluent  being  treated  by  rotary  filter  and  discharged 
into  brooks. 

The  New  Lane  works  was  enlarged  in  1943  in  order  to  deal 
with  increased  flow  due  to  the  Royal  Naval  Air  Station. 

The  dry  weather  flow  at  Ormskirk  is  625,000  gallons  per 

day.

CONVERSIONS. 

During  the  year  six  privy  closets  (each  with  a  privy  midden 
attached)  were  converted  to  closets  on  the  water  carriage  system, 
and  six  dustbins  were  provided  to  replace  the  privy  middens.  In 
addition  16  dry  ashpits  were  abolished  and  dustbins  substituted 
therefor. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  employees. 
Two  motor  vehicles  each  with  three  men  and  a  driver,  and  two 
horse-drawn  vehicles  with  two  men  and  a  driver  are  provided. 
The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  any  hollow  land  that 
is  convenient. 

The  Council’s  rodent  operative  visits  the  tips  at  regular 
intervals.

There  are  two  privately-owned  swimming  baths  but  they  are 
not  open  to  the  public. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  nine  observations  were  taken  and  warn¬ 
ings  were  given  in  two  cases.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to 
take  any  formal  action. 

A  Byelaw  made  in  pursuance  of  Section  2  of  the  Public  Health 
(Smoke  Abatement)  Act,  1926,  is  in  force  and  prescribes  that  the 
emission  of  black  smoke  for  a  period  of  two  minutes  in  the  aggre¬ 
gate  within  any  continuous  period  of  thirty  minutes  from  any 
one  chimney  in  a  building  other  than  a  private  dwelling-house 
shall,  until  the  contrary  is  proved,  be  presumed  to  be  a  nuisance. 

CAMPING  SITES. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

Five  houses  only  were  found  to  be  very  slightly  infested 
and  these  were  fumigated  with  "  Fumite  ”  D.D.T.  Generators. 
Owirg  to  the  very  slight  infestation  it  was  not  thought  necessary 
to  warrant  the  use  of  Hydrogen  Cyanide. 

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919.

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Rat  Catcher  (Mr.  \V. 
Kirkbride)  was  absent  from  duty  for  a  considerable  period  owing 
to  illness.  On  his  resignation  in  May,  1948,  Mr.  J.  Cliffe  was 
appointed  in  his  stead. 

The  following  visits  in  connection  with  Rodent  Control  were 
made  during  the  year  : — 

Dwelling  houses  392,  Factories  63,  Schools  19,  Food 
premises,  shops  91,  Piggeries,  etc.  58,  Sewage  Works 
and  Sewers  255,  Tips  168. 

A  total  of  150  new  minor  infestations  were  discovered  and 
dealt  with.  Pre-baits  laid  numbered  2034,  and  poison  baits  564. 
The  bait  bases  used  were  sausage  rusk  and  bread  rusk  and  the 
poisons  were  zinc  phosphide,  arsenic  and  red  squill. 

The  half-yearly  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewers  was 
carried  out  in  March  when  38  per  cent,  of  the  manholes  baited 
showed  a  pre-bait  take. 

A  10  per  cent,  test  of  the  manholes  in  the  area  was  made  in 
August  and  was  followed  in  September  by  the  half-yearly  main¬ 
tenance  treatment.  A  pre-bait  take  from  50  per  cent,  of  the  man¬ 
holes  baited  was  recorded  on  this  occasion.

HOUSING. 

There  is  still  a  definite  shortage  of  houses  in  the  district, 
especially  of  the  three  bedroom  type. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  schemes  in  progress 
for  the  erection  of  twenty-eight  houses  on  the  Manor  Road  site, 
Burscough  ;  and  thirty-two  houses  on  the  County  Road  site. 
Further  schemes  for  the  erection  of  130  houses  in  Richmond 
Avenue,  Burscough,  and  200  houses  on  the  County  Road  site 
are  contemplated. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  can  be  classed  as  good. 
Many  of  the  older  houses  are  in  need  of  repair  and  these  are  being 
dealt  with  as  quickly  as  possible.

SECTION  6 

(a)  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  make  visits  to  dairies  and  cowsheds 
at  least  twice  per  year. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions  their  general  condition  was  satis¬ 
factory. 

Limewashing  was  found  to  be  overdue  in  eight  cases,  but  was 
subsequently  carried  out. 
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kourteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  for  B. 
coli  and  methylene  blue  test. 

Twelve  proved  satisfactory  and  two  unsatisfactory. 

Five  samples  were  taken  for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 
and  all  proved  to  be  negative.

ICE  CREAM. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  number  of  Ice  Cream  Manu¬ 
facturers  in  the  Urban  District  was  9.  In  only  one  case  did  the 
premises  and  equipment  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  and  the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  four  manufacturers  had  ceased  to  make  Ice 
Cream,  and  in  three  cases  work  was  being  put  in  hand  to  alter 
and  improve  premises  and  instal  plant  to  conform  with  the  Regu¬ 
lations.  An  application  to  manufacture  Ice  Cream  from  a  firm 
which  had  installed  up-to-date  plant  and  whose  premises  were 
satisfactory  was  granted. 

92  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  obtained  and  submitted  for 
methylene  blue  reduction  test.

ORMSKIRK  MARKET. 

The  Ormskirk  Market  is  an  ancient  institution  dating  from 
April  28th,  1286,  when  King  Edward  the  First  granted  “  a  Thurs¬ 
day  market  and  a  five  days’  fair  ”  to  the  town  for  ever.  The  rights 
in  the  Market  appear  to  have  been  vested  in  the  Earl  of  Lancaster, 
for  on  the  29th  September,  1286,  those  rights  were  transferred  by 
the  Charter  of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  to  the  Prior  of  Burscough 
Abbey  on  the  payment  of  an  annual  sum.  The  alienation  of  these 
Market  rights  is  confirmed  by  the  Charter  of  Henry,  Earl  of  Lan¬ 
caster,  in  1339. 

The  rights  remained  vested  in  the  Priory  until  the  Dissolution 
of  the- Monasteries  about  1536,  and  after  its  surrender  to  King 
Henry  VIII.  by  Robert  Barton,  the  last  prior  (who  died  in  1553). 
-the  Priory— was  granted  to  Sir  William  Paget,  K.G.,  Principal 
Secretary  of  State  in  1547. 
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A  little  over  a  century  later  (on  the  23rd  June,  1870)  King 
Charles  II.  granted  to  Charles,  the  Eighth  Earl  of  Derby,  and  his 
successors,  the  right  to  hold  and  keep  two  fairs,  one  in  Whitsun  week 
and  the  other  at  the  end  of  August  in  each  year,  and  a  market 
to  be  held  on  Thursdays. 

By  a  conveyance  dated  the  30th  day  of  September,  1876> 
the  Rights  in  the  Market  were  sold  by  the  Earl  of  Derby  to  the 
Ormskirk  Local  Board  for  £1,000. 

I  he  Ormskirk  Local  Board  made  Byelaws,  which  were  allowed 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  17th  December,  1881, 
whereby  a  market  was  to  be  held  on  Thursday  and  Saturday 
of  each  week  throughout  the  year,  which  were  amended  to  pro¬ 
vide  that  a  market  was  to  be  held  on  each  week  day  throughout 
the  year  unless  the  same  shall  be  a  day  duly  appointed  for  solemn 
fast  or  public  thanksgiving/’ 


Consequent  upon  the  amalgamation  Order  of  1931  whereby. 
Ormskirk  C  rban  District  was  amalgamated  with  the  Lrban  District 
of  La  thorn  and  Burscough  the  byelaws  lapsed  and  new  byelaws 
were  made  on  the  19th  December,  1935.  These  included  inter 
cilia,  the  fixing  of  the  days  and  hours  during  each  day  on  which 
the  market  shall  be  held.  Regulations  as  to  the  use  of  the  market 
place  and  the  buildings,  stalls,  pens  and  standings  therein,  and  for 
preventing  nuisances  or  obstructions  therein,  or  in  the  immediate 
approaches  thereto.  Penalties  for  offences  against  the  byelaws. 
A  table  of  Tolls  leviable  in  the  market  was  incorporated. 

1  hr  market  continued  to  be  held  throughout  the  war  years 
although  on  a  limited  scale.  It  has  now  regained  much  of  its 
colourfulness,  and  each  I  hursday  Moor  Street,  Moorgate  and 
Aughton  Street  are  filled  with  market  stalls  and  itinerant  trades¬ 
men  of  all  kinds.  The  Saturday  market  is  limited  to  Moor  Street 
except  for  an  occasional  two  or  three  stalls  in  Aughton  Street, 
but  nevertheless  there  is  much  trading,  especially  in  home 
produce. 

It  is  the  practice  of  the  Health  Department  to  make  regular 
inspections  of  all  the  market  stalls  and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
pay  particular  attention  to  those  stalls  selling  foodstuffs  each 
market  day. 
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SECTION  7. 


PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-five  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
were  notified  to  the  Health  Department  during  the  year,  of  these 
35  were  whooping  cough  and  27  were  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
which  occurred  in  small  numbers  throughout  the  year. 

An  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  in  October,  November, 

December,  and  accounted  for  the  majority  of  the  395  cases 
notified. 

There  were  2  notifications  of  Diphtheria,  both  being  children 
of  school  age.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been  continued  during 
the  year  with  satisfactory  results.  A  total  of  353  children  com¬ 
pleted  a  course  of  Immunisation,  of  whom  263  were  below  the  age 
of  two,  the  most  important  time  for  primary  immunisation.
